An  incre-"  singly  large  nurnlDer  ef  reports  on  foreign  agricultural 
developments  and  conditions  are  bow  "being  received  "by  the  Office 
of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations,   largely  hecpuse  of  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  number  of  agricultural  foreign  service  officers  now 
stationed  abroad. 

These  reports  cover  many  fields  of  interest,  including  information 
on:     the  more  important  agricultural  commodities,  crop  estimates, 
production,  marketing  practices,  foreign  governmental  policies,  food 
supplies  and  requirements,  nutrition  programs,  labor,  censuses, 
finance,  farm  machinery,  research  and  education,  forestry,  soils, 
land  economics,  fam  management,  post-war  problems,  and  general 
economic  condition?  as  they  relate  to  agriculture. 

Because  the  information  in  these  reports  can  be  highly  useful,  the 
attention  of  all  agencies  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  reports 
may  be  exa.rained  by  authorized  persons  in  Room  4072  South  Building. 

The  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations  has  the  primary  respon- 
sibility for  seeing  that  the  information  in  these  reports  is  dis- 
seminated, ?nd  publication  of  the  reports  as  such  in  the  Department 
and  the  Uar  Food  Administration  is  limited  to  the  Office  of  Foreign 
Agri cultura.l  Relations;  but  the  reports  are  available  to  all 
authorized  personnel  for  a.dmini strati ve  use,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  aaxi.nuui  use  will  be  made  of  them.
